at lunch time did not return. Mrs. 
Woodland on investigation found 
that the couple had left town, she 
says. 

Mrs. Woodland does not live with 
her hushand. She said today that 
she left him in Philadelphia a@ year 
and a half ago, because he would 
not work. Woodland lives. in, At- 
lanta, where he is now woking for 
the Terminal railroad. 

Mrs. Woodland is the grandniece 
of John Wilbraham, a former Phila- 
delphia manufacturer, who resides 
in West Cape May.- 

Mrs. Woodland thinks that the 
kidnapers are headed for Atlanta, 
as the James couple received sev- 
eral registered letters from that 
city while here. 

Mrs. Woodland says that Captain

and the children were with them.

Mobile Report Scores Action 
of Alabama Law Enforce- 
ment Officers. 


Mobile, July 8—Three officers 
connected with Alabama ‘law en- 
forcement department were arrested 
here this evening following indict- 
ments returned by the Mobile coun- 
ty srand jury charging trespass aft- 
er warning, presenting firearms and 
assault and battery. A recommen- 
dation that impeachment proceed- 
ings be started at once against Jo- 
seph G. Bowen, justice of the peace, 
who has been working in co-opera- 
tion with law enforcement depu- 
ties here, was also made by the 
grand jury. 

Those under arrest are: William 
H. Knox, leader of the enforcement 
officers here, indicted on three 
charges of assault and battery and 
aiso for trespassing after warning. 

Arson Crow, indicted on a charge 
of presenting firearms, assault and 
battery and trespass after warn- 
ing. 

O. D. Moates, indicted for tree- 
passing. 

S. E. Trenum, a fourth officer, 
whois said to be in Montgomery, 
was indicted for trespassing after 
warning. 

From information given to the 
grand jury the indictments for tres- 
passing were based on a recent 
visit to the home of W. J. Jones, 
On Dauphin etreet. It ig said that 
the officers believed a gambling 
game was going on several houses 
down the street, but they were un- 
able to enter the place. According 
to information submitted by “Jones. 
he said the men forcibly entered his 
front door, despite his protests and 
to the embarrassment of his wife, 
who was about to retire for the 
night. THe entrance through the 
Jones apartment was made in or- 
der that the deputies might reach 
the roof over which they expected 
‘to reach the gambling party sev- 
eral houses distant. 


Justice of the Peace Bowen, it 
was said, made a practice of iesu- 
ing search warrants in blank with- 
out first complying with the law, 
which, requires an affidavit to be 
made and without complying with 
requirements of. the law governing 
issuance of search. warrants.

Washington, July 8.—Railroads of 
the country earné@ $37,246,000 in 
May, or $7,997,000 more than im 
April, according to reports filed with 
the interstate commerce commission 
by the carriers and made public to- 
day by the Association of Railway 
Executives. 

Earnitigs for May were greater 
than for any ‘other month eaince last 
November, when they were $54,343.,- 
793. In the eastern district 28 roads 
reported deficits in May, in the 
southern 19 and in the western 33, 
a total of 80 against 91 in April. 

The earnings of the roads amount- 
ed to 2.41 per cent:in the valuations 
tentatively fixed By, the interstate 
commerce commission for rate mak- 
ing purposes as compared with 3.2 
per cent, in April, the executives 
said. Operating expenses in May 
amounted to 85.4 per cent of the rev- 
enues against 86.69 per cent in 
April. This reduction, the statement 
declared, was brought about by “va- 
rious efficiencies which the railroads 
have placed in effect since the traf- 
fic slump began late last fall.” 

Total operating. revenues in May 
were $444,566,000, or 28 per cent 
less than-in May, 1920, while oper- 
ating expenses totalled $379,716,000,°

REASSURANCES. 


Mexico City. July 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—Official reassur- 
ances were given today in state- 
ments to the newspapers that the 
Tampico situation does not contain 
elements of danger to- Peaceful re- 
turns between the United States 
and Mexico. 

“There is no need to give further 
thought to the subject,” Secretary 
Calles, the chief of cabinet, said 
this morning. “The vessels (the 
United States warships at Tampico) 
belong to a friendly nation that 
merely seeks to protect its nation- 
als, and this is no reflection on our 
national integrity.” 

The secretary added that the Mex- 
ican government was strong enough, 
“and always has been strong enough 
to protect the lives both of foreign- 
ers and its nationals.” It was ab- 
surd to think, he declared, that 
there was danger at ‘the present 
moment. 

A dispatch to El Democrato from 
Tampico says the United States 
cruiser Cleveland arrived there dur- 
ing the night. 

Additional federal troops have 
been dispatched to the region of 
Tampico by the Mexican govern- 
ment for the announced purpose of 
“giving guarantees to nationals. and 
foreigners.” This action was taken, 
although the forces regularly main- 
tained around Tampico, where there 
is a serious situation arisin be- 
cause of unemployment, are déemed 
sufficient to deal with any emer- 
gency, said a statement issued last 
night by Fernanio Torreblanéa, pri- 
vate secretary to President Obregon.

Heavy Arsenic Traces. 

Previous to Di Carpo’s testimony 
the state had, through Dry John G. 
Spencer, chemist, showed that Mr. 
Kaber’s ‘internal organs bore heavy 
traces of arsenic. He gave the re- 
sults of his analysis of the liver, 
stomach and kidneys. He said the 
liver contained about forty grains 
of arsenic. ‘A fatal dose of the 
poison whep the system is not in- 
ured to its use. is generally rated 
at two grains, he said, adding that 
a less amount sometimes js fatal.

London, July 8.—The Irish-Britisha 
armistice hag been signed: A truce 
between the two nations, the first 
authorized cessation of the eternal 
Strife that has flamed through the 
ages, will become effective at noon 
Monday.

Sinn 
Fein will pledge itself to refrain 
from its harassing tactics, the 
crown forces, constabulary and 
black and tans will be held in rigid 
inactivity, and for the first time 
in history an absolute state of peace 
will be effected in the turbulent is- 
land. 

Of equal significance to this off!- 
chal announcement by the Beitish 
government, is the .second momen- 
tous development of the day. Ea- 
monn De Valera, president of the 
Irish “republic, and recognized as 
spokesman for all Ireland, has tel- 
egraphed his willingness to accept 
Lloyd-George’s invitation to a con- 
ference at London to discuss means 
of perpetuating the truce now es- 
tablished.’

bus, Ohio, after a close inspection 
and personal visit to the territory. 
Dr. Stull is the country’s foremost 
authority on ceramics. He is chief 
ceramist of the bureau of mines, 
and is director of the  bureau’s 
ceramic experiment station at Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. 

He was accompanied on his trip 
by W. M. Weigel, director of the 
southeastern experiment SBtation of 
the bureau, recentiy estaolished at 
Tuscaloosa, Ala. Mr, Weigel con- 
curs in Dr. Stull’s enthusiastic ap- 
praisal of the section’s possessions 
and possibilities. 

Dr. Stull also points out the field 
for development in Alabama graph- 
ites and marbles. He says: 

“There is enough white clay in 
Georgia to supply the industries of 
the world for generations to come, 
If the time ever comes—and it inevi- 
tably will—when the United States 
must depend upon its own clays, 
Georgia could and should supply 
80 to 90 per cent of that demand. 
These great deposits make Georgia 
the natural] field, but the producers 
must not rely upon natural re- 
sources alone, but must study the 
problems of the industry and meet 
the requirements of the manufac- 
turers, Otherwise their business 
might go to the vast unexplored 
areas of the west.”

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TO MARTIAL LAW 


Troops Are Withdrawn 
and All Is Quiet at Fitz- 
gerald—Situation Dis- 
cussed by Colonel Bugg. 


Martial law in the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic strike zone 
around Fitzgerald was declared at 
an end Friday morning by Adjutant 
General Van Holt Nash after he 
had received a report from Col. H. 
C, Russell, commanding officer of 
three troops of state militia, that 
all is“Quiet in that section and that 
absolute order prevails. The troops 
entrained Friday afternéon for tBeir 
homes, one company returning to 


, Cordele and two companies return- 
ing to Macon. 


General Nash said Colonel Russell 
Was the’executive officer in com- 
mand of the situation and that his 
action in ordering the troops to re- 
turn home was ratified by the gov- 
ernor’s declaration that martial law 
in that section had come to an end. 

Statement by Bugs. 

“The incident is now closed as 
far as we are concerned,” General 
Nash said. 

Col. B. L. Bugg, receiver of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad, issued a statement Friday 
in which he said “the well-known 
intolerant spirit of the  strikers’’ 
was responsible for the outbreak 
at Fitzgerald Tuesday night. He 
referred to the statement of Val 
J. Fitzpatrick, vice preside»t of the 
railway brotherhoods, in defense of 
the strikers as “ridiculous.” 

Mr. Fitzpatrick had issued a 
statement claiming that the pickets 
of the strikers were fired upon from 
a locomotive operated by the rail- 
way. He said it had not been es- 
tablished that the strikers were 
even armed. 

Colonel Bugg said on previous 
occasions the strikers have assem- 
bled at pjcket points in layge num- 
bers and all were armed. He said 


an investigation of the case made 

the railroad officials showed 
eonclusively that the attack was not 
made by the men on the locomotive. 
He declared that the engineer of the 
locomotive was hit by five shots and 
the engine was literally “peppered” 
with bullets. 

Shooting of Engineer. 

In discussing the shooting of En- 
gineer Reid, Colonel Bugg said: 

“Engineer Reld, who was badly 
wounded, was in the cab of the loco- 
motive, which Is electrically light- 
ed, and was performing his regula> 
duties when this attack was made 
and he was shot from ambush [In the 
dark. 

“This occurred at a point oppo- 
site which a picket post has been 
maintained by the strikers since 
the beginning of the strike, on 
March 45, last. 

“No good reason has ever been 
offered by the strikers for estab- 
lishing these picket posts, but they 
used in an attempt to 
intimidate employees of the road 
and those seeking employment.”

Notification Served on U. 
S, Rail Labor Board 


That Road Will Nego- 


tiate Itself. 


Chicago, July 8.—Notification that 
the Pennsylvania railroad would 
continue negotiations of rules in 
ite OWN way was served on the 
railroad labor board at the conclu- 
siqn of charges brought by the 
Federated Shop Crafts that the 
Pennsylvania had failed to comply 


with the board’s orders. 

Charging failure of the road to 
enter conferences with the Penn- 
Sylvania system federation, the un- 
ions protested that the road’s sub- 
sequent election of committees to 
negotiate rules, disregarding the 
union committees, was in violation 
of the board’s direction of April 
14, to each road to negotiate its 
own rules with its own employees, 
N. P. Goode, president of the, Penn- 
sylvania federation, told of the un- 
ion methods of representation and 
detailed the shop crafte vote for 
representatives. 

After attacking the board’s deci- 
sions in several instances, E. T. 
Whiter, assistant to the vice prési- 
dent, declared the policy of the road 
in allowing employees to select 
their representatives by a ballot 
of allgemployees had been a guc- 
cess and the road proposed to con- 
tinue such methods. 

Action Deelared Mlegal. 

Several speakers for the Penn- 
eylvania declared the action of the 
board in July, 1920, continuing the 
national agreements, promulgated 
by the United States railroad ad- 
ministration, was illegal. E. , 
Seneff, solicitor for the road, de- 
clared the national agreements 
were continued in effect by the 
roads Only because the rules were 
interwoven with the wage question. 

J, T. Wallis, chief of motive pow- 
er, detailed the open shop policy 
of the Pennsylvania and declared 
that federal contro] had intrenched 
the unions in the railroads of the 
country 

Mr. Goode exhibited ballots to 
show that employees were practi- 
cally unanimous for the gystem fed- 
eration. He declared that, despite 
this vote, the road refused to rec- 
ognize the union committee. The 
company also held an election of 
committeemen, through which rules 
were 6ubsequently agreed upon and 
put in operation, according to Penn- 
sylvania representatives. 

No Strike Foreseen. 


At the Altoona, Pa., shops the 
company employees are now under 
the new rules, IL E. Peterman, 
blacksmith in the shops, testified. 
He said there was no likelihood of 
a strike. 

The Pennsylvania caee is the first 
big dispute which the board has 
been called upon to untangle as a 
result of its order referring the 
whole rules controversy to the roads 
for negotiation. 

Meanwhile, failure to negotiate an 
entire set of rules to replace the 
national agreements has flooded the 
board with disputes. How it will 
dispose of them has not yet been 
decided. The national agreements 
rules continue in effect until the 


controversy is settled, except where- 


new rules have been agreed upon 
to replace the federal control rules. 


ATLANTA TAX RAISE 
REFERENDUM ADKED 


If Fulton county’s representatives 
pass the bill to raise the city tax 
rate to $1.50, Atlanta real estate 
men are going to ask those repre- 
sentatives to tack a proviso on that 
bill, which will make it ineffective 
unless it is ratified by a-referendum 
vote. 

This was decided at a meeting of 
the Atlanta real estate board Friday 
afternoon. In discussing the situa- 
tion Forrest Adair declared “Mayor 
Key’s emergency tax @#as beaten in 
the lower courts and there isn’t 
much doubt but that it will be beat- 
en in the higher courts. 

“Now he is attempting to have it 
passed on us in another form— 
this time through the legislature, 
Now if the people want to bear 
this extra burden of taxation I be- 
lieve they should be taxed and the 
raise is all right. However, I don’t 
believe that they should have this 
extra burden put on them without 
having a vote in the matter.” 

It was then decided unanimously 
that a committee from the real es- 
tate board should wait on the rep- 
resentatives of Fulton county to 
urve the referendum clause. 

The bill was introduced in the leg- 
islature Friday bv Representative 
Virlyn B. Moore. The bill also pro- 
vides that women shall be eligible 
for service on the board of educa- 
tion and provides for the abolition 
of the city park board, the poilce 
board. board of health and the water

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Three Firemen Are Hurt When Wall Falls 


W. P. Pierce, aged 32, of 213 Rich- 
ardson street who was crushed by 
a falling wall in the fire Which 
swept the storage warehouse of 
the Dixie Paper and Box company 
at 1000 Marietta street at an early 
hour Friday morning was in a 
critical condition at Grady hospital 
last night. He suffered a broken 
leg, fractured hip, sprained back, 
and internal injuries. 

The fire which was of undeter- 
mined origina, was discovered 
Shortly after 2 o’clock by Patrol- 
man B. W. Maynard who ran to 
No, 16 Fire station nearby and gave 
the alarm. The damage is estimat- 
ed at approximately $125,000, about 
a third of which is covered by in- 
surance. 

In addition to the injuries oof 
Fireman Pierce, J. H. Stoddard, 35, 
a ladder man of Company No. 11, 
who resides at 12 Vasser street, and 
E. M. Johnson of the same com- 
pany, who lives at 422 East Geor- 
gia avenue, were vainfully injured 
by falling walls. Six other fire- 
men were slightly hurt, 

Man Not Found. 

It was at first reported that an 
unknown white man had met death 
under the falling debris, but con- 
tinued search of the ruins by po- 
licemen and firemen has convinced 
officials that this was without 
foundation, It was said that he 
was pinned under a huge pile of 
bricks from the fallen wall 

The warehouse was a two-story 
Structure immediately in the rear 
of the manufacturing plant of the 


Dixie company, A fire wail which 
Separate dthe two buildings and 


ithe prompt and efficient work of 


the fire department tozvetner ac- 
counts for the fact that the fire 
was confined to the warehouse. The 
destroyed buiiding-was valued at 
$50,000, and contained a s.ock of 
paper worth $75,000, 

Only a part of one of the walls 
remained standing. A , 300-foot 
smoke stack projecting from the 
engine room in the rear was lean- 
ing at a perilous angle Friday night 
and spectators were being kept ata 
distance for fear of further crash- 
ing walls. 

When the first fire companies ar- 
rived the entire interior as wel 
as the roof was a mass of flames. 
The first floor fell in soon. When 
men of No. 11 company manaced 
to ge three hcses and a iadder at 
work in the rear of the warehouss 
the roof fell in. Immediately aft- 
erward parts of the walls began top- 
pling. The rear wall buckled and 
fell outward carrying the firemen 
down with it and partially burying 
the injured ones under a mass of 
brick. , 
Contents of Warehouse. 

The warehouse held quantities of 
cardboard, roils of paper, a carload 
of automobile tires and some ma- 
chinery belonging to the Southern 
States Phonograph company. 

In the vicinity af the burned 
warehouse are stock yards full of 
horses and cattle, The animals were 


not endangered enough to warrant 


moving them, although at One time 
it was thought that the yards would 
have to be cleared. ' 

A crowd of several thousand peo- 
ple gathered at the scene notwith- 
standing the early hour. 

Several hose companies remained 
on hand through the morning while 
the search of the ruins for possible 
victims was in progress. 

Stoddard and Johnson were taken 
with Pearce to Grady hospital for 
treatment after which they were re- 
leased to go to their homes. The 
family of Pearce was summoned to 
his bedside when it was learned 
that his condition was critical. 
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W. R. Neel, engineer of the state 
highway board, Friday issued a 
Statement in which he declared the 
highway department will welcome a 
fair and impartial] investigation of 
its affairs by the legislature.

Representative Toombs DuBose, 
chairman of the appropriations and 
ways and means committee of the 
house and Representative Culpep- 
per, vice chairman of the same 
body, are collaborating in the 
preparation of a piece of immedi- 
ate legislation which is to be so 
designed that it may be put into 
effect upon passage and approval 
be poured fnto the treasury.

OOO'OSS'S$ ISBET 1B Yorum A. put 
Bose-Culpepper measure will be 
that it will make payments to the 
state treasury monthly, between the 
10th amd 15th of each month, in- 
stead of letting the uncollected 
funds accumulate until the fall or 
spring before payment. 

“While we have not worked out 
the final details of the manner of 
operating machinery” said Mr. Du- 
Bose Friday, “the plan is to amend 
the occupation tax law so that a 
tax of 1 cent may be put on soft 
drinks of all kinds and on each gal- 
lon of gasoline consumed in the 


state. ° 
Neo Real Imposition. 

“If there is any impression that 
the legislature is ‘going after’ bot- 
tlers or intends putting any burden 
exclusively on them, that impression 
is a mistaken one. This measure 
will provide that a tax of 1 cent 
shall be collected on each bottled 
soft drink sold and at the same time 
will impose a Iike occupation tax 
on al) soft drinks sold over sodé& 
fountains. 

“We do not purpose setting the 
tax on the basis of 10 per cent, as 
the government has eone, or 1 cent 
on each 10 cents or fraction thereof, 
for the simple reason that that sys- 
tem, which has been operated by 
the government serve to levy a tax 
on the consumer which in large 
part goes to the retail dealer. 

“IT mean, in other words, that the 
system in operation by the federal 
government provides that a penny 
tax shall be collected by the retail 
dispenser on each 10 cents’ worth of 
drinks he sells, or fraction thereof.

“It is our purpose to so @raft this 
occupation tax measure that every 
penny of the special tax collect : 
will go to the state treasury. We 
do not purpose putting it on the 
drinks, but that comes within the 
percentage basis at all, but on the 
individual drink. There is the ques- 
tion, of course, of Just how it is go- 
ing to be made to apply to the 10, 
15, 20 and 25 cents soda fountain 
details which we have not- yet final- 
ly completed. 

“In that connection I will say the 
plan is in such shape that this fea- 
ture will be well and properly 
taken care of and the. public can 
rest well assured that the imposi- 
tion of the tax is not going to be 
upon them in any manner that will 
afford the retail dealer profit. It is 
going into the state treasury, every 
penny of it, and with these pennies 
we are going to ‘get the ox out of 
the ditch,’ 

“T have gathered statistics,” said 
Mr. DuBose, “to show conciusively 
that this tax will raise for the state 
a total of $2,000,000 in‘round fig- 
ures on bottled drinks sold in the 
state. The soda fountains will pro- 
duce angther $1,000,000 or a little 
more ana a penny a gallon on the 
consumption of gasoline will raise 
approximately $850000 more, or a 
totl of at least $3.850,000 which will 
come from this form of occupation 
tax. 

“IT can’t say just at this time when 
the bill will be introduced, but the 
plan has been passed on for its 
legality and approved, the data is 
in hand and the l will be drawn 
at once. It will probably be offer- 
ed the first of next week.”

gVashington, July 8.—One of ‘the 
tragedies of war—the aftermath 
which places ex-soldiers under the 
permanent care of the government 
—is now becoming a_ 1*ronounced 
national problem in connection with 
the late world war. 

Thousands of war veterans, many 
of them still in their twenties, must 
be cared for permanently by the 
United States, government, it is es- 
timatedgat the bureau of war risk 
insurance. These include men who 
fall under those provisions of the 
war risk act, men who incifrred in- 
jury or disease during the war. and 
Others who have become incapaci- 


tated outside of war service, but 
whose care is provided for by stat- 
utes governing the soldiers’ homes. 
Veterans of the late war already 
are being admitted to the goveérn- 
ment homes for old soldiers. For- 
ty-six hundred of them were ad- 
mitted last year and it is estimated 
that this year the number will. grow 
to at least 7,000. The majority of 
these are men entitled to govern- 
ment care under the, war risk act— 
men actually incapacitated during 
the w#r—but others are taking ad- 
vantage of their army service to 
receive government care, even 
though their physical weakness is 
not associated with the fighting 
overseas. 

Thus, a veteran situation is aris- 
ing similar to that which followed 
the Civil war. This has been rec- 
ognized by the government and the 
new hospital facilities now beific. 
created will be established in oon- 
nection with existing, soldiers 
homes. 

Permawment soldier homes will be 
expande into hospitals to meet 
the needs of the next decade. Then 
the government wil) have institu- 
tions whieh can be converted into 
permanent homes for those who re- 
quire them after the need for hos- 
pitalization.has passed. 

How many veterans eventually 
will require permanent zsovernment 
care can be estimated only ‘roughly. 
The number will run into the thou-, 
sands. 

The war risk btfreau, to date, has 
provided hospital accommodations 
for 26.000 men. But the number is 
mounting rapidly' and it is esti- 
mated. that fully 150.000 men will 
be hospitalized by the time the 
peak is reached. - ' 

The volume of cases swells as 
new apnlications are receive from 
tnherenlar and nervons patients. 
Many of these cases have not. de-, 
veloped actively until months after 
the war. bnt they are the ones which 
are most likely to necessitate, per- 
menent attention.
